In April 1951, 33 Infantry Nesinent was transferred from Svishtov to Mikonol

On & May 1951, riots and fighting between members of the farners coonerative 
and governnent forces wes reported at the villeces of Nikelaevo (XG-1,31'7) 

and Brestoveta C.G-4428) in the Pleven district. The firhting was beginning 
to assune the nature of a minor revolution when military forces arrived from 
Pleven and restored order. Two members of the militia ard one civilian were 
killed. lLarreeseale arrests were made, and 220 farmers were inmorisoned. A
